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DETAILED ACTION - ALLOWANCE 

Claim Status 

Applicant's amendment filed May 18, 2009, to the Ex Parte Quayle action dated March 
17, 2009, has been entered. Claim 15 has been amended, and claims 1-8 and 11-14 cancelled. No 
claims were newly added. Accordingly, claim 15 remains pending in the application. The Quayle 
action indicated that SEQ ID NO: 1 appears to be free of the prior art. Applicants have amended 
claim 15 to delete non-elected SEQ ID NO: 30. Thus, claim 15 is in condition for allowance. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE: 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or suggest a method of manufacturing a structure 

that comprises the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 1, corresponding to a synthetic peptide. 
The closest prior art disclosing a structure comprising a substrate containing a surface 

that is in part aluminum oxide, bound to a peptide sequence, is that of Coletti-Previero et al. 

(Anal. Biochem. 180:1-10, 1989) and Wagner et al. (U.S. Patent Application Publication 

2002/0 1 06702. However, neither teaches the peptide as comprising the amino acid sequence of 

SEQ ID NO: 1.
